Bartlow located in Clarksburg after 
th e civil w ar and h ad lived th ere ever 
since.

war h e served 
with th e 37 th Indiana 
Volunteers. 
He was 81 y ears old and is survived 
bv a widow and one soil. 


It seems noth ing less th an m irac­ 
ulous th at no one was killed th is a f ­ 
ternoon, wh en th e I. & C. eastbound 
passenger car, due 
h ere at 
1:19 
o’clock, and two westbound freigh t 
ears, running as one train, collided 
about one-eigh th 
of a mile east of 
Fountaintown, in Sh elby county , near 
th e 
bridge 
crossing 
Brandy wine 
creek sh ortly before one o’clock to­ 
day . 
At a late h our th is afternoon 
it was nex t to impossible to get any 
details from th e scene of th e wreck. 
At th at time it was 
reported th at 
Joh n Stump, motorman ou th e freigh t 
car, wh o jumped, was dy ing. 
Th e re­ 
port is not auth entic and little cred­ 
ence is given to it. It is stated, h ow­ 
ever, th at h e broke h is leg in th e leap 
from th e car. 
People in Fountaintown wh o saw 
th e wreck say th at it was due to th e 
fa c t th at th e freigh t 
train “ went 
dead” oil th e main track just east of 
Fountaintown. 
It is reported th at 
wh en th e motorman found th at h is 
e a r was out of order, h e finally suc­ 
ceeded in getting it to back, but not 
to go forwards. 
It is said th at h e 
saw th e passenger car rush ing down 
on h is car. and realizing th at th ere 
was only one way to escape a dis­ 
astrous h ead-¿n collision, started h is 
c ar backward as fast as it could be 
run. 
Fearing th at h e would be killed, 
vv*h eii_h e saw th at a crash was in­ 
evitable. it is said th at Motorman 
Stump jumped wh en h is car was only 
a few feet from th e bridge crossing 
Brandy wine creek. 
By standers say 
th at th e passenger crash ed into th e 
freigh t and splinters and bolts flew 
th rough th e air. 
Th e crash was not 
very terrific, but th e two ears locked 
from th e impact. 
Wh en th e report of th e impact with 
th e two cars was h eard, ex citement 
was ram pant among th e passengers 
on th e eastbound car. 
It is said th at 
passengers were th rown from th eir 
seats and were tossed about consid­ 
erably , but th at none of th em war 
seriously 
h urt. 
Th e 
conductor,

th em by assuring th em th at th ere was 
no danger and

which to o k the fo rm o f the sto ning o f 
bis o fficial palace in Mexico City by 
a mob o f insurrecto sy mpathizers. An 
American who has o fficial co nnectio n 
with the United States go vernment 
and who witnessed the incidents him­ 
self, is the o ne who has bro ken the 
rigorous censo rship exercised at the 
so uthern capital, which has been so 
strong that no t o nly has the event 
been kept fro m the press o utside o f 
Mex ico, but the echo o f it has o nly be­ 
gun to penetrate by wo rd o f mo uth to 
the no rthern pro vinces. 
It may be 
said that there is stro ng likeliho o d 
that a repo rt o f the o ccurrence is al­ 
ready In the hands o f the state depart­ 
ment at W ashingto n. 
The sto ning o f 
Diaz’s palace came so suddenly that 
the po lice, utterly unprepared fo r the 
demo nstratio n, were unable to dis­ 
perse the mo b befo re much glass had 
been shattered and the guests o f the 
president who were in the palace at 
the time had been badly frightened. 
It is said that there were no t many 
who le windo ws left o n that side o f the 
palace expo sed to the sto ne thro wers. 


The President Kept Co o l. 
The demo nstratio n o ccurred abo ut 
9 o ’clo ck in the evening, when the 
streets centering abo ut the o fficial res­ 
idence were filled with peo ple. 
Sud­ 
denly there was a mo vement in the 
crowd and o ut o f cafes adjacent there 
poured as If by preco ncerted signal, 
sev eral hundred men and y o ung bo y s. 
With sho uts o f “Vive Madero ,” they 
let fly first o ne sho wer o f sto nes and 
then a seco nd. 
The who le thing was 
ov er in five minutes. As it was learn­ 
ed later, Diaz himself co o lly co mmand­ 
ed o ne o f his aides to run o ut and see 
why the po lice did no t act. The po lice 
did act, but no t befo re the cro wd had 
begun to scatter. There were several 
arrests. 
The significance o f the repo rt lies 
In the fact that this is the first dem­ 
o nstratio n against the Diaz go vern­ 
ment and Diaz himself that has o c­ 
curred in the federal district o f Mex­ 
ico since the present revo lt against 
his rule began. 
Arm« Fo r the Insurrecto s. 
In the light o f a repo rt fro m W ash­ 
ingto n that the departm ent o f justice 
is at a lo ss to kno w ho w far the Unit- 
ed States may pro ceed in the m atter 
of sto pping shipments o f arm s and 
ammunitio n fro m reaching the insur­ 
recto s, a news item that became pub- 
lis here takes impo rtance. It is learn­ 
ed th at fo ur carlo ads o f rifles and car­ 
tridges fro m New Yo rk left Galvesto n 
ov er the So uthern Pacific railro ad, 
consigned in small batches to hard­ 
ware dealers all alo ng the bo rder fro m 
San Anto nio to Yuma, Ariz. 
No bo dy 
in the federal district atto rney ’s o ffice 
here kno ws ho w he can interfere with 
th e deliv ery o f the war munitio ns, 
since they are all co nsigned to m er­ 
chants o n American so il. 
But secret 
serv ice agents wo rking alo ng the bo r­ 
der will keep their ey es o n the final 
dispo sitio n o f the rifles. 


NIGHT RIDER CHARGE 
FAILED TO HOLD GOOD 


Dr. Amoss Was Acquitted By 
Jury At Hopkinsville. 


Ho pkinsville, Ky ., March 18.—The 
verdict returned by the twelve men 
who had sat in the case o f Dr. David 
Amo ss, alleged co mmander-in-chief o f 
the night riders, was as fo llo ws: “We, 
the jury , find the defendant no t guilty , 
as charged in the indictment.” 
Amo ss was alleged to have led the 
raid o n the city o f Ho pkinsville, Dec. 
5, 1907. 
A mo b, said to have been 
co mpo sed o f hundreds o f men fro m 
Christian, Caldwell, Trigg and Ly o n 
co unties, swo o ped do wn o n th e city 
late at night, and burned and wrecked 
pro perty valued at half a millio n o f 
do llars. 
The largest lo ss was the de­ 
structio n o f a wareho use o wned by 
Jo hn C. Latham, then a New Yo rk 
banker, in which was sto red a vast 
quantity , o f to bacco , part o f it o wned 
by the Italian go vernment. 
Amo ss’s 
defense was an alibi. 
The cases o f 
Guy Dunning, J. B. Malo ne, Newto n 
Nicho ls and Irving Glass, also charged 
with having participated in the Ho p­ 
kinsville raid, remain to be tried.
